To Keep E«8r» Fresh. 


According to tbe London Lancet, the 


change in an egg from a fresh to a 
stale condition is partly due to a loss 
of moisture and partly to a "disturb- 
ance of equilibrium caused by external 
agencies." 
This can be avoided and 


tbe eggs kept fresh, that scientific jour- 
nal alleges, by simply coating the shell 
with grease as soon as it is laid and 
before it has timo to cool. Eggs treat- 
ed in this way, the Lancet declares, 
aro so well preserved months after 
they :ire laid that they cannot bo dis- 
tinguished from ones newly presented 
by tbe ben. 
It is also declared that 


eggs can be kept fresh for six months 
by dipping them as soon as they are 
taken from the nest in a strong solution 
of silicate of soda, which stops up the 
pores of tbe shell and hermetically seals 
the egg. If an egcr once gets cold, it is 
of no use to treat it after these recipes, 
for it will then be past preserving.

A writer in the Jersey Bulletin ad- 


vises breeders to raise ouly bii'.l cnlvw 
enough tki at. to teep prices up silxjve 
the "moderate prices" tbe faniitrs :irc 
willing to pay, and on tb? si we past 
auotber writer, who hides some- good 
ideas in a volume Of words, say* no 
breeder can sell bull calves sbort of 
$100. This may be correct where a faa- 
cy name, family or strain Is at stake, 
says L. \V. Lighty In Stockinau and 
Fanner, but the fact is that tbe Ureeti- 
crs of practical dairy stock have found 
it unprofitable to follow such advice. 
Many breeders have learned that tberc 
ia a big demand for utility stock, and 
while the fancy aristocracy go begging 
for a bnyer the breeder who advertises 
In the farmers' paper and offers pure 
blood made calves with a line of pro 
cenitors which put in their work at the 
pail and chura finds a ready sale at 
reasonable prices. There are dozens- 
yes, hundreds—of farmers and dairy- 
men who will pay $23 to §50 for a bull 
calf to grade up where there is one who 
will buy a §100 or $200 calf. Where the 
breeder has ready sale for nil bis calvea 
at the prices that the farmer is willing 
to pay — "moderate prices" — it would 
aeem to be more profitable than where 
«n occasional one is sold at a fancy 
price. It is difficult for the layman to 
see why it is not more profitable to sell 
a calf for $35 at eight or ten weeks than 
to veal it a few weeks sooner at $2.50. 


The Old Covr. 


Many dairymen and others who miltr 


cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of seven or eight hej 
useful years are over and she should be 
replaced by one younger. Other things* 
being equal, this is a mistake, accord 
tag to Dairy and Creamery. A cow 
that has been well cared for, with gen 
erons rations and proper attention, is 
better and will make a more profitable 
return at eight years than at any ear- 
lier age. She is then in her prime and 
will not be considered an old cow unti! 
fourteen or fifteen years have passed 
Cows with first calves—at two or tbrw 
year» — are generally unprofitable in 
their milk yield, and one really good 
cow between seven and eight years old 
Trill pay a better revenue thafi two thai 
are performing their first year's duties 
in tbe dairy herd. Moreover, she will 
probably consume but little more foort 
than one of the younger ones. The fact 
ia worthy the consideration of those 
who are dairying for profit. 


Grorvinsr Demand For Good COTVI. 
Four carloads of cows were shipped 


from Elgin. Ilf, recently en route to 
Mexico, where the owner proposes to 
establish a large dairy farm. 


Every indication points to a constant- 


ly increasing demand for good cows in 
the future, says Hoard's Dairyman. A 
great many dairy farmers ,are giving 
but a superficial study to this feature 
of their> business. Their eyes are too 
much centered on the raising of a steer. 
There is much less expense in the rais 
iug of a good heifer to two years of 
age, and the price to be obtained for 
her will nearly, if not quite, equal thai 
of an average steer of the same age 
Tbe fact is, this dairy business is not 
yet organized for the making of good 
money on tr' quarter of the dairy farms 
to tbe country. 


Good And Poor COWB. 


Not only cows of different breeds 


! but individuals of the same breed, dif- 


fer widely iii the production of milk 
and butter fat 
Likewise some animals 


are good feeders while others are light 
eaters.- It is uot the amount of food 
consumed, but the marketable product 
given in return, that determines the 
value cf a cow. The animal 'yielding ac 
income of $50 with an outlay of $40 for 
feed is a money saver, while one whose 
cost is $33, but whose products bring- 
only $30, is a money loser. Until tb* 
products of a cow equal in value tba 
cost of her feed she is kept at a direct 
loss to the owner. 


The Dairy Steer, 


Every now and then somebody bobe 


up with a dairy steer that does some 
thing wonderful, according to his ac 
count, and then some editor who neve/ 
fed a steer in his life jumps to tbe con- 
clusion that dairy cattle are all right 
us beef producers. 
If you k.'er see 


anything of this kind, label it nonsense 
and let it go at that. Or if j»u want 
to learn a valuable lesson g<*i some of 
these steers, put some high t»l iced corn 
into them and learn it. There should 
be no dairy bred steer. 
II<s should go

At a public meeting tinder the aus- 


pices of the London Reform union at 
Clifford's Inn hall. Mr. B. Seebohm 
"Rowntree of York delivered a lecture 
on "The Problem ot Poverty," in 
welch be said: 


Concerning the measure and the 


quality of the present distress in Lon- 
don there is room for a legitimate dif- 
ference of opinion. It may be or may 
iiot be more acute aad more general 
than that of 18$S, but there is, unfortu- 
»i*tely, not the slightest do*>t that it is 
painfully real and very widely spread. 
In these circumstances it can hardly 
be wrong, and it may be productive of 
beneficial effect, if -I give an account in 
plain terms of a night spent with offi- 
cials of the Salvation Army, in the 
company of a friend, watching in detail 
the operations which they have under- 
taken to meet some of the most press- 
ing cases in an' immense accumulation 
of misery. It is also fair to the Salva- 
tion Army to say. by way of preface, 
that I am constitutionally averse to 
"corybanttc Christianity," that I detest 
many of their methods and that I am 
convinced of the unsoundneas of many 
•of their social principles. For that rea- 
son my praise is the better worth hav- 
ing. 


At a quartertto 1 yesterday I made 


my way with a friend by appointment 
to the Salvation Army establishment 
In Stanhope street, Drury Lane, of 
•which Colonel Sturgess is the presiding 
official. There, waiting in cue, like 
those who desire to enter the pit of a 
popular theater, were some hundreds 
of men and women who were unques- 
tionably destitute and homeless. They 
\vere of ail ages. Plenty at them were 
ablebodied. f ejv o£ them were very bad- 
ly dressed, although practically none 
were adequately protected against the 
weather. To each in turn were given 
a bowl of soup and a hunk of bread. 
Each then took a spoon from a basket 
lying on the pavement, a pinch of 
salt from a bowl, and passed into a side 
street to consume his meal. The wo- 
men were allowed to sit and eat inside 
the building- 


The order maintained was perfect. 


and each man when he had finished re 
turned his bowl and spoon and passed 
away out of sight, lost in the damp 
darkness of the night. It speaks vol- 
umes for the recipients of this simple 
but satisfying meal (which costs about 
three-quarters of a penny a head) that 
so far not a single bowl or spoon has 
been lost As for the spectacle, it was 
without any affectation, one upon 
which it was simply impossible for an 
Englishman to look without deep sor 
row. I had, as others have, often road 
of the homeless and destitute.

L»wt*lMk Purehue ExpMitlM. 
While much general Information 


about the proposed Louisiana Purchase 
Centennial exposition ha* been given 
the public, very little has been said as 
to the origin of the movement and the 
first general effort put forth to bring 
about the holding of the world's fair at 
St. Louis. 


Organized labor of St. Louis was bnck 


of the first united move that was made 
in behalf of the holding of the coming 
exposition. On Jan. 23, 189S, at a reg- 
ular meeting of the Central Trades and 
Labor union of SL Louis and vicinity 
at Walhalla hall, a resolution was in- 
troduced by C. C. Behuke. who at that 
time represented the waiters' union. 
which resolution was unanimously 
adopted and was later indorsed by the 
Building Trades council. 


This resolution, after a lengthy pre. 


amble relative to the purchase of the 
Louisiana territory, provided that a 
committee of one from each organiza- 
tion be appointed to at once lay plans 
for the holding of a Mississippi valley 
International exposition, to the end 
that the most 'important event In the 
history of the great valley— the :id-,' 
mission of the vast Louisiana territory 
into the domain of the United States of 
America— be properly celebrated. ' 


The information Is gained from the 


files of a St. Louis newspaper tluit rft 
er the passage of this resolution by the 
two labor bodies and the appointment 
of the agitation committee the work 
went forward until the blowing m of 
the Maine, which occurred Feb. 1.". 
1898, ten days after the first bill re.-og 
uizing the St. Louis fair was Intro 
duced in congress. Despite the war 
which followed, friends of the pro 
posed expedition pushed forward the 
preparatory work, with the result that 
on Jan. 10, 1890. about a baLJred dele- 
gates representing thirteen states :'.ii'l 
territories included in the Louisiana 
purchase met in con volition nnrt de- 
cided to hold an opposition in St. LcuN 


From this it will be seen that in less 


than twelve months aft* r organized la- 
bor started the movement for the hold 
ing of the exposition definite plans hat1. 
been decided up^on and the c-elebnU'or. 
was assured. A great many union uieii 
of St. Louis and vicinity subscribed 
for stock in the exposition. The St

half.

FORTY FISHERMEN DEAD. 


Storm In Saginaw Bay Responsible 


For Appalling Death Record. 


Bay City, 
Mich., Feb. 5.—Forty 


fishermen undoubtedly went to their 
death in the storm which struck Sa- 
ginaw Bay Tuesday night. The men 
were living in shanties built on the 
ice. The storm burs't without warn- 
ing. It was accompanied by a blind- 
ing swirl of snow.

standing yawned

turned it into- a grinding, crunching 
mass. 


Nothing has been seen of the men 


or shanties since. It is known that 
many were crushed and drowned, and 
little hope is expressed for the oth- 
ers. 


James L. Fisk, a fish buyer, who 


passed the night in his station, came 
to this city last night and said that 
prior to the storm he could see plain- 
ly a dozen shanties, and men mov- 
ing about them, but in the morning, 
there was no sign of human life on 
the bay. 


Two men who were in a shanty 


not far from his place were lost dur- 
ing the night, cakes of ice 
having 


smashed their shanty to pieces. He 
says the other fishermen could not 
have escaped, as they were still fur- 
ther out and near the scene cf the 
first breaking up of the ice.

TWO ROBBERS CAPTURED. 


Portion Of A Gang Of Railroad Burg- 


lars Rounded Up.

He and Fred Smith started up 
the railroad on a light engine, while 
Policeman Mills and Engineer Pike 
of the Boston and Maine drove along 
the highway. At Livermore Falls the 
policeman and engineer left the team 
and started for the railroad tracks. 
Here the policeman met Capt. Col- 
by, but did not recognize him. 


It is thought Capt. Colby mistook 


the policeman for one of the robbers, 
as he ordered hLn to hold up his 
hands. Mr. Mills did not recognize 
the voice and positive that a robber 
confronted him, fired twice. 


One shot struck the station agent 


in the mouth and passed out through 
the back of the neck. 


The wounded man was lifted into 


the team and the party started for 
the' Pemigewasset house, but before 
the hotel was reached, Capt. Colby 
was dead.

Just befoie leaving Philadelphia to 


attend the convention of tiie miners at 
Indianapolis John Mitchell made a 
farewell address to tbe coal strike 
commission. Among other things be 
said: 


"I wish to take this occasion to ex 


press i;>y satisfaction and that of ib? 
ii.incrs whom 1 represent for tlu- man 
iier in which the iuvest:satio:i is beiiij; 
conducttd. 1 feel <-cniideiit that by the 
thoroughness of the inquiry it will re 
suit iu much good. 


"Thc-re has been a large part of tie 


time of tho commission taken up by 
the presentation of evidence to show 
lawlessness in the coalfields, or that 
iauK-asness existed to a large extent 
during the latter part of the strike. 
Personally I bear no ill will to those 
who came here, bear 1:0 personal mal- 
ice to those who worked, and in stat- 
ing what I am saying I am trying to 
separate myself as far as possible 
from the special interests I represent. 


''The nonunion man who was brought 


here, the fellow who was called a 
'scab,' was brought here for the same 
purpose he was put in the mines. He 
was put in the mines for the purpose 
of destroying the efforts of the men 
who went on the strike. 


"He was brought here under the pre- 


text of getting an advance in wages. 
He was decoyed by a plea made before 
the commission that an effort would 
be made by those who had bis case in 
charge to secure for him an increase of 
wages. He came here paid by the com- 
panies, hotel bills paid by them, and 
our men who went around to see them 
say money was furnished to them to 
enjoy themselves while they were here. 


'•He came here, and in not one single 


instance did those representing him at- 
tempt to show that he was entitled to 
an increase in his earnings. The non- 
union man was used, betrayed by those 
who proposed to rake care of his inter- 
ests before the commission. 


''I want to say, too, as to the matter 


of lawlessness that thei'e is no man con- 
nected with the organization, there is 
no man associated with this investiga- 
tion, who would condemn lawlessness 
stronger than I woxild. 


"If I did not do it because I was op- 


posed to lawlessness, I would do it be- 
cause it militates against the success 
of a strike nnd against the success and 
advancement of the organization. I do 
not believe lawlessness ever won a 
strike. I do not believe lawlessness to 
a very large decree deters men from 
working-. I believe lawlessness under 
all circumstances will militate against 
the men who go on strike. 


"As I have said many times, I have 


an abiding faith in the American peo- 
ple. I believe that when they under- 
stand a cause to be right they will sup- 
port it, and without the support of the 
people no great movement can succeed. 
That is true of a strike. If the people 
of the country are not In sympathy 
with it, it must fail, and I am sure tho 
sympathy of the people will never be 
with those who violate the law."

Coiupolaory Arbitration. 


However •willingly we may concede 


that compulsory arbitration is prefera- 
ble to repeated coal famines or other 
famines involving any of the necessa- 
ries of life, we believe that public opin- 
ion in this country is not yet quite 
ready to submit disputes between em- 
ployers 
and their employees over 


wages to courts of arbitration. That 
mean? of settling disputes will be 
adopted reluctantly if at all and only 
as a last resort. The conciliatory meth- 
ods urged by the National Civic feder- 
ation have been surprisingly success- 
ful. 
showing that in many cases it is 


only necessary in order to secure an 
amicable settlement to bring the par- 
ties to the dispute together. In Impor- 
tant striiies where efforts at concilia- 
tion have failed the natural course 
would seem to bs the appointment of n 
commission of inquiry to lay the facts 
before the public and recommend a ba- 
sis of settlement. If either employers 
or trades unions should refuse to be 
governed by the findings of such com- 
missions it may become necessary hi 
exceptional instances to resort to more 
drastic methods for maintaining Indus- 
trial peace.— New York Mail and Ex- 
press.
